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GAS, ROPE AND PISTOL END 
DESPONDENT MAN’S LIFE 


New York, October 14.—Henry Wilkens, 


a Nassau street saloon keeper, killed him- 


self today. He was despondent over con- 
tinued ill health, 

Wilkens left his home in Brooklyn in the 
morning, after kissing his wife several 
times. When he got to his saloon in this 
city he telephoned an undertaker, telling 
him a friend of his was dead and the un- 
dertaker would probably get the job of 
burying him. At noon he sent a boot- 
black with a note to Mrs. Wilkens and 
followed this with another by a second 
bootblack to the undertaker. 

The two notes announced his suicide and 
brought the wife and undertaker to the 
saloon. Net being able to get in the po- 
lice were brought and broke down the 
door. On the bar was a note which read: 

‘‘Body in the ice box.’’ 

Wilkens was found dead in the big ice 
box in the cellar. The door of it was shut 
tight and gas fumes filled it.

The body hung by a piece of clothes line 
and two hooks were driven into a joist 
overhead. A 4 caliber revolver was tied 
about his chest and a rubber hose fasten- 
ed to the gas fixture hung at his side. The 
arrangement of the revolver showed great 
care and pains. It was fastened with a 
piece of clothesline, the strings of which 
had been unwound and so fastened to the 
weapon as to make it point almost direct- 
ly toward the man’s heart. A yard of 
twine, fastened to the trigger had a loop 
in the other end of it, so as to make it 
possible for Wilkens to slip his foot into 
it and pull the trigger in that way. He 
had evidently stood on a half barre) near- 
by, adjusted the rope and the revolver and 
had turned on the gas and put the end of 
the tube in his mouth. He’ had then 
stepped off the half barrel. There was a 
bullet wound in his chest and two car- 
tridges in the revolver had been dis- 
charged.

Price of the Seed Jumps Too High for 
~ the Grinders. 


INCREASE OF 9VER $8 A TON 


From Twelve Dollars the Quotations 
Reach More Than Twenty. 


MANUFACTURERS ARE NOT SATISFIED 


One of South Carolina’s Leading In- 
~ dustries Is Now in a Badly 
Crippled Condition.

Later the quotation 
runged about the $17 mark. This latter 
price was set by the Atlantic Cotton Oil 
Company, which operated four of tae 
largest mills in South Caroliaa. Since 
then the price has bounded past the $20 
cquotation, and there is a chance that it 
will even go sigher. 

Years,ago the farmers used 
cotton seed in the gullies, 
seed bring 30 cents a bushel. The manu- 
lacturers claim that when the are 
bought for $20 per ton, anywhere from $2 
to $8 is lost in the transaction by the oil 
people. There is no expected advance in 
the price of crude or refined oil, and all 
mills which are now buying seed at $20 
are engaging in the wildest speculation. 
According to some of the mill men, re- 
fined oil can be bought in New York $< 
cheaper than it can be manufactured by 
the mills paying $20 aeton for the seed. 

“The situation is a serious one,” sald a 
well-known manufacturer today. ‘The 
policy which some of the mills is pursu- 
ing by paying $20 a ton for seed 
structive. The cause of the advance 
two-fold. First, there the late season 
and the openiny of ten or nore mills in 
the state: The new mills afte anxious to 
get down to business, and most of chem 
are buyine at $20, or thereabouts, The 
deirand an@ price of the product cf 
seed, Viz: hulls, meal, oil and linters, are 
not of such a nature to Warrant the saf* 
buying of seed at $20.

These people,you may be sure, had heard 
the gossip to the effect that a force of 
‘“‘barbarians’’ had invaded their land. 
may even have learned, through 
the gossip that is almost as swift as 
the telegraph in this upside-down land, 
that the allies had reached Pekin and 
had driven the imperial family out. Such 
a tale, if generally believed in China, 
be enough to unseat from the 
throne the most stable ruler that ever 
held imperial office. In victory the Chi- 
nese are savage—ferocious—but in defeat 
they are as meek as lambs. If the people 
at large were once permitted to believe 
that the allies had easily entered Pekin, 
these people would no longer § respect 
Chinese imperial authority. 

Hardly had the imperial army fled from 
here when the native presses a little way 
Pekin were Kept busy with the

Everywhere the natives seized them ea- 
gerly in order to get real news of the 
wear. 

From these prints the ignorant natives 
read, and saw pictured the long series 
of shameful defeats sustained by the al- 
lied troops. There was enough explana- 
tory text on each print to bear out the 
tale of our undoing. In all China there 
is no such thing as the newspaper as we 
understand that institution. ‘Special dis- 
patches” and “special cables’’ are as 
unknown to these yellow people as news 
of Wall street would be to dwellers in the 
moon. The only newspaper in the empire 
is The Pekin Gazette, a sheet issued gt 
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| ly appear. 


the capital. The Gazette has been more 
than one thousand years in existence; for 
the last five centuries it has been pub- 
lished as a daily. But this closely edited 
sheet has always been issued from the 
palace, and has contained nothing but 
that which the government wis willing 
the people should believe. During the 
late troubl The Gazette has been indefi- 
nitely suspended and the people have had 
no definite knowledge of what has been 
happening. That is to say, 
these lithographic sheets began to circu- 
late through the empire. 

Nor can anything more funny be im- 
agined. There are some scores of differ- 
ent style of posters tnat have been print- 
ed and issued. In their range they take 
up every imaginable incident from the 
bombardment of the Taku forts to the 
battle of Yang Tsun. 

“We didn’t capture the forts at Taku. 
Instead the navies of the powers were 
destroyed by the torpedoes manipulated 
from the forts. The scenes of casualties, 
as shown on these lithographs, are fright- 
ful beyond conception. . Boats of landing 
parties are flying sky-high in an awful 
chaos of destruction. The occupants of 
the boats are fast resolving into the 
original dust. At Tien Tsin the allied 
troops, despite their fearful punishment 
at Taku, are shown suffering even worse 
fates. How the armies of the world 
could have suffered two such appalling 
disasters and still be able to fight on the 
way to Pekin is not explained, but even 
the Chinese lithographers admit that we 


| did fight at Yang Tsun, and here again 


a fearful tale of slaughter is recorded. 

Nor does the lying of the native chroni- 
clers stop at this point. By a sudden 
fllght of the imagination, the yellow wri- 
ter transports us to the banks of the 
Amur. Here, as the world has been 
told through the cables to the civilized 
press of the world, the Russians admin- 
istered a salutory whipping to the Chi- 
nese, drove them back and held the Amur. 
But the Chinese lithographs tell an en- 
tirely different story. The Russians were 
whipped, driven back, and those of their 
number who fell into boxer hands were 
sadly punished. 

False as all these stories of brush and 
pen are, there is much in these Chinese 
lithographs that may well engage the 
attention of the diplomats of the world. 
The yellow uprising was, of course, if 
you believe the Chinese, the work of box- 
ers. But in these lithographs it is made 
plain that General Ma and General Tung 
Fuh Hsiang, and the imperial troops 
under them, took prominent part in all 
the fights against the allies. In the 
pictures of the fights the banners of 
these two Chinese commanders frequent- 
The generals themselves are 
pictured as leading the Chinese hosts on 
to victory. 

In one of the cartoons the murder of 
the Japanese chancellor is sanctioned by 
the imperial commander. This incident 
will be valuable as a basis of claim by 
Japan. 

In another lithograph a Japanese sol- 
dier is shown in doubled-up position, tied 
to a bamboo pole and being carried before 
his military judges. It is in this fashion 
that pigs are carried to market in China, 
and the suggestion of such treatment for 
a foreigner is sure to be hailed with joy 
by “‘patriotic’’ Chinamen. 

Generals Ma and Tung Fuh Hsiang 
figure in so many of these bloody scenes 
that the Tninese government will not be 
able to deny their complicity in the actual 
fighting. In one cartoon these two gen- 
erals are displayed as smiling their ap- 
proval of the treatment of several for- 
eign officers who are being brought be- 
fore them in many attitudes of debase- 
ment. I would like to commend to the 
American public, and to the world at 
large, Generals Ma and Tung Fuh Hsiang 
as two Chinese officials who are richly 
entitled to a full share of the vengeance 
that must be meted out by thg pow- 
ers. 

To one who fully understands the con- 
tempt of the Chinamen for a woman the 
significance of other lithographs will be 
plain. These show Chinese women, en- 
rolled in the ranks of the boxers, driving 
the foreigners before them. While some 
of these Chinese amazons brandish weap- 
ons of steel, others are armed only with 
bamboo staves. With these crude weap- 
ons they are belaboring the civilized en- 
emy. 

In every one of the lithographs I have 
so far seen the foreigners are represented 
either as dying—generally in scores—or 
running as fast as their palsied legs 


not until 
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will carry them. Yet, fast as the for- 
eigners are running, the Chinese victors 
appear to be taking matters with the 
utmost ease. 

In one scene showing a mythical naval 
battle, the foreign ships are shown in 
sinking condition, while shells, traveling 
from unseen Chinese guns, are hurrying 
on the work of demolition. At the same 
time on the quarterdeck Chinese officers, 
instead of being at their stations, are 
shown sitting in a circle, their faces il- 
luminated by smiles, and drinking the 
tea brought to them by their servants. 

As I have already wrtten, the capture 
of Pekin by the allies is ignored in these 
bombastic prints. We in Pekin are wait- 
ing to see how the capture of the captal 
wil] be explained by these ingenious ly- 
ing natives. The next set of lithographs 
rublished must surely have sone refer- 
ence to this important § international 
event, but the most imaginative white 
men now in China's Capital are unable tO 
guess how the matter will be explained. 
The best any one can suggest is that the 
Chinese will show in their colored prints 
that the allied barbarians were finaily 
driven into Pekin, and were there shut olf 
from the rest of the world, and left to 
perish of disease and starvation. 

The bunch of lithographs that I now 
have in my possession were brought to 
Pekin by a Chinese runner who hag been 
acting in the interests of the intelligence 
bureau. They were first translated to me 
by an intelligent Chinaman who speaks 
English. Later in the day I showed the 
colored prints to a missionary who has 
spent twenty-five years here, and who 
reads and speaks the language as if he 
had been born here. ‘Ere he had looked 
at half a dozen of the colored mon- 
strosities the reverend gentleman's face 
lengthened, 

‘"These are fearful,’ he groaned, ‘‘They 
will inflame the mind of every Chinaman 
who sees them ani who has not been avie 
to glean the truth at first hand. Our 
forces marched up through the valley of 
the Pei-ho. Chinamen living ten miles 
away from the line of march will nave no 
real means of knowing what has happen- 
ed. Even if they hear th: truth, they wil] 
consider the stories of the allies’ victories 
as the inventions of lying foreigners. 
They will eagerly pounce upon these col- 
ored prints as containing the true story 
of the fighting. Chinamen living twenty 
miles away from the line of the allies’ 
march have not heard a word, you may 
be sure, of what has happened during the 
campaign. To them these colored prints 
will be as the breath of truth. In more 
distant parts of the empire the people can 
rever be convinced that the barbarians 
(‘we’) encountered anything but the most 
signal defeat All of China’s past wars— 
even the Japo-Chinese conflict—are Te- 
garded as incidental Chinese victories. 

“These lithographs, which have not only 


! 


passed from hand to hand, but have been 
posted up in every yamen away from the 
line of the allies’ march, will inflame the 
Chinese mind. These people will consider 
themseives more invincible than ever. In 
fact, from my quarter of a century’s ex- 
perience with these people I feel safe in 
saying that these nasty colored prints 
will do the allies more harm and wifil set 
the cause of civilization further back in 
this land than two hundred thousand ol 
the fiercest yellow troops under the most 
reactionary leaders could do.” 

It is not always that the missionaries 
and the diplomats agree here in Pekin. 
By this I do not mean that there is any 
hostility between the two classes—far 
trom it. But the missionary is generaily 
pronouncedly optimistic, while the diplo- 
mat is the exact reverse. In this matter, 
the firs: diplomat with whom I was able 
to talk on the subject expressed his full 
agreement with the missionary, 

“If the truth ever cormes out,” the 
diplomat toid me, ‘‘the world will discover 
that these cheap and gaudy prints came 
from presses subsidized by Prince Tuan. 
He is the arch fiend of China. As long 
as he keeps any vestige of his power, 
China is sure to be a hot-bed of trouble. 
These posters you have shown me wiil 
enthuse the Chinese mind. throughout the 
length and breadth of the empire.”’ 

‘Is there no way to counteract their in- 
fluence?’’ I asked. 

“One way.”’ 

“And what is that?’ 

“To march the allied troops through the 
empire. Yet these people will be able to 
laise new .armies in every province. Of 
course these armies can be whipped, but 
nowhere will the value of the victories 
be worth anything at any point ten miles 
uway frem the line of :anarcnh.’”’ : 

‘How long would it take the allies, in 
sufficient force, to march through the 
empire?’ 

“Oh, perhaps a couple of years, if the 
army was strong enough to make resist- 
ance practically impossible. Yet, without 
the by-ways being traversed—’’ 

‘And how iong would that require?” 

“At least ten years, with two or three 
separate armies in the field,’’ 

“And no Chinaman will believe his 
country whipped tntil he has seen the 
foreign soldiers and felt the Weight of 
their mailed fists?” 

“That's it exactly!’’ 

“In that case, how are we ever to teach 
the Chinaman that the outside world 
is an aggregate of danger that must not 
be fooled with?” . 

“Explore me! It will be a vain explora- 
tion.’’ replied the dipiomat. He shrugged 
his shoulders, lighted a Manila cigar and 
walked away. When he was aimost out 
of hearing, he turned to add: 

“Set it down as a fact that Chinese Hes 
will be ten times as hard for us to over- 
come as Chinese guns.”’

THIS APTERNOON 


Little of Importance Seheduled for 
Consideration, 


WILL BE LITTLE TALKING 


Brief Session Is Expected by the 
Members of Council. 


MAY ACT ON SOUTH PRYOR ST. PAVING 


Finance Committee Will Meet with 
the Street Committee Today To 
Consider the Matter. 


Unless the unforeseen occurs, the meet- 
ing of council this afternoon will be of 
only ordinary interest. There now ap- 
pears to be little that will excite the 
members of the body or cause debates of 
any length. ° 

There wil] probably be a report of some 
kind to council from the street committee 
regarding the South Pryor street paving. 
The residents of that street are very 
much dissatisfied with its condition, 
which has been caused by the T rails of 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany. The company desires substituting 
the groove for the T rail, but announces 
that it is unwilling to pay the entire cost. 

The officials of the company propose to 
substitute the groove rails if the city will 
pay for the repairing of the street. This, 
it appears, the city wil! do, since it is 
the opinion of djnfluential membe7« of 
council that the company can not be made 
to pay for thea repairing of the street. 

The company was ordered by counvil 
about one month ago to repair the street 
temporarily, but as permanent repairing 
is now sought, it is probable that a reso- 
lution will be introduced this afternoon 
suspending the former order, 

The meeting of the finance committee 
was not held Saturday, which was the 
regular day for that body to consider the 
various matters referred to it by council, 
but today at noon the finance commiitee 
will meet in joint session with the street 
committee for the purpose of considering 
the South Pryor street repairing. 

After hearing from the citizens last 
Thursday, the street committee decided 
to refer the matter to the joint meeting, 
in order that the money for making the 
improvement might be provided, if it 18 
possible to find the necessary amount. 

From the other committees of council 
there vill come little of interest. The tax 
committee was to have reported upon the 
telephone tax matter, but did not con- 
clude the hearing, and the papers from 
that body will, therefore, be only about 
routine business. 

There was some talk during the latter 
part of last week of bringing up the elec- 
trie lighting ordinance for the Atianta 
Railway and Power Company at the meet.
